Secret Atomic 
Talks Started 
By 3 Nations

tight secrecy curtain draw n by the 
I state departm ent, representatives 
i of the United States, Belgium and 
I Britain m eet here today to talk 
I about atomic energy. 
A pparently authoritative infor­ 
mation is that they w ant to dis­ 
cuss: 
1. 
A possible increase in the 
$200 to $300 per ton price which 
the United States pays Belgium 
tor the bulk of uranium produced 
in the Belgian Congo. 
2. 
Detailed arrangem ents for 
division of the Congo’s uranium 
output between the United States 
and Britain, with virtually all of 
it coming to this country. 
Since the talks deal with urani­ 
um —used in making present day 
A-bombs—there is no 
a p p arent 
connection with a possible super­ 
bomb powered with hydrogen. 
Various developments over tho 
week-end indicated that President 
Trum an may be near a grave de­ 
cision on w hether to build tho 
H-bomb, and that he m ay rule in 
favor of it. 
In 
Chicago, 
Atomic 
Scientist 
Harrison C. Brown said Russia

added th at the American public 
should rule on w hether the U. S.

New Turbines'1 
Conserve Fuel 


Mercury Vapor And 
Steam Are Used 
PORTSMOUTH, N. H.,—(SS)— 
Mercury vapor and 
steam 
will 
power turbines here in a new el­ 
ectric plant built to increase the 
amount of electricity available to 
the State of 
New 
Hampshire. 
Steam turbine engines are com­ 
mon; mercury vapor turbines less 
known. In this case the two are 
combined to provide an economi­ 
cal fuel saving plant. 
The new station, opened here by 
the Public Service Company of 
New Hampshire, is equipped with 
two 7,500-kilowatt mercury-tur- 
bine generators and a 25,000-Kilo­ 
watt steam 
turbine 
generator. 
Steam for the latter comes from 
the mercury vapor which has clone 
its work in turning the shafts of 
the mercury turbines. 
In operation liquid mercury is 
vaporized by heat from boiler 
furnaces and the vapor is used to 
drive the two mercury-turbines, 
acting in about the same way as 
in other gas turbine engines. Af­ 
ter the mercury vapor has passed 
through the turbines, it is piped 
into condenser-boilers where it 
gives off enough latent heat in 
its conversion from a gaseous to 
a liquid condition to turn water 
into steam. This steam drives the 
steam turbine. 
Heat for the mercury boiler fur­ 
naces can be supplied 
by 
the 
burning of either pulverized coal 
or by the lowest commercial grade 
of fuel oil. The equipment will be 
able to produce more electricity 
with a given amount of fuel than 
any generating equipment of com­ 
parable sire yet built, it is claimed. 
The mercury vapor 
and 
steam 
driven turbine generators 
were 
built bv General Electric.

Carp Makes Ducks 
Carps, Cormorants 
Make Carps Duck 
WASHINGTON, (SS) — If you 
think civilization is complicated, 
you should be glad you’re not a 
carp. 
It seems that carp eat plants and 
ducks eat plants. Unfortunately 
the same plants. Carp, being fish, 
can get to the root of the matter. 
They not only destroy the aquatic 
plants whole, but they churn up 
the mud so that new plants can t 
grow. 
The ducks go hungry and grum­ 
ble audibly. Man who loves all of 
nature’s creatures, especially duck, 
deer or trout, hearkens to the 
ducks’ carping, and he obligingly 
poisons the carp which is not a 
game fish. 
As if this wasn't hard enough on 
the carp, the cormorant enters the 
picture too. Cormorants are rather 
large 
goosenecked 
fish-eating 
birds. One of their favorite foods 
is—that’s right, carp. 
Fishermen used to think that 
they went after salmon and trout. 
They were so unhappy about this 
that at one time they were offer­ 
ing 25 cents for every cormorant 
head brought in. Now, however, it 
has been demonstrated that 
cor­ 
morants stay away from the swift 
game fish, preferring the 
slower 
moving fish. In the latter category 
are included great 
quantities of 
carp, says the Fish and 
Wildlife 
Service which has just gone into 
the matter in some detail. 
Although the carp comes out 
worst, it looks as though everyone 
has grounds for complaint except 
the cormorant*, which seem to he 
sitting pretty. But they have their 
troubles too. In China and Japan 
fishermen put a ring around the 
birds* nock so they can’t swallow. 
Every time they catch a big fish, 
the fishermen take the fish away 
and send the birds back for more. 
If you think civilization is bad, 
you should be glad you’re not 
a 
cormorant, either.

trying hard

sulas with a span of steel. 
The proposed bridge over the 
historic Straits rf Mackinac would 
be an engineer's delight, since it 
calls for the longest single sus­ 
pension span in the world, 4000 
feet. It would exceed the Golden 
Gate span, now the biggest, by 
400 feet. 
Michigan residents hive lang 
been nettled by tho four-mile- 
wide 
straits 
that 
bisect 
their 
°tate. As early as 1920 agitation 
for a bridge began, but in 1923 a 
ferry system was inaugurated. 
The automobile age, however, 
has out-distanced the chugging 
ferry boat*. 
Traffic 
across 
the 
*traits has doubled every decade, 
reaching an all-time high of 552,- 
404 cars last year. 
At one time during the deer- 
hunting season this winter, a line 
of cars stretched eight miles out 
of Mackinaw City waiting for the 
ferry boats to catch up with tile 
demand. 
The mod eloquent group back­ 
ing th'1 plan i- the Mackinaw 
Bridge Citizens* Committee, com­ 
posed of prominent 
m^n 
from 
Michigan’s loading cities. 
Th**y 
claim that the b’idge could be 
built for $50,000,000, half to be 
obtained from the Federal gov­ 
ernment and the rest to come 
through Distance of s$ate bonds. 
Tolls would be used to retire the 
bonds. 
Experts are divided over the 
feasibility of the structure. Next 
to the length, the main problem 
is anchoring the gigantic piers. 
Some geologist* claim that the 
rock 180 feet below the surface 
of the straits is solid enough and 
others say it is not. Engineers may 
have the answer in their new 
techniques of 
distributing 
the 
weight of th^ supporting piers, 
reducing It 
from 
20 tons 
per 
square foot to eight. 
Other critics say that the bridge 
would be a prey to the elements 
—snow, ice and high winds. Snow 
might be eliminated by Installing 
an iron grill roadbed that would 
allow the flakes to fall harmlessly 
through. 
It is expected that ice 
pressure and winds can be met 
with new and better engineering

The Straits of Mackinac link 
Lakes Michigan anc! Huron and 
are only 40 miles from the en­ 
trance to Lake Superior.

That necessitates the 4600-foot 
span and also calls for the bridge 
to be 150 feet high.

Control Dam 


Select Black River 


For 1950 Project 


A project designed to 
further 
test the possibility of controlling 
the 
upstream 
movement 
of 
spawning sea lamprey in streams 
tributary to the Great Lakes will 
soon be started on the Black Riv­ 
er, Mackinac county, east of Nau- 
binway, it is reported by the de­ 
partment of conservation. 
Vernon Applegate and 
Horace 
Clark, of the Fisheries 
Institute, 
are soon to contact land 
owners 
whose land would be involved in 
the construction of a dam. 
They 
hope to have this structure under 
construction soon, in order that it 
be completed for service 
during 
the spawning run this coming sea­ 
son. The proposed dam site 
will 
located about V\ mile above the 
mouth of the river. 
It is intended that the dam will 
constitute a barrier to the spawn­ 
ing run of sea lamprey but will 
permit the passage of game 
and 
food fishes, particularly 
rainbow 
trout. 
The dam consists of 
a 
simple 
concrete wall 3 ^ ’ high, 2’ 
thick, 
and 25’ long, set upon a concrete 
apron 6 inches in thickness; a cut­ 
off wall, 2’ deep, is desired at the 
upstream margin of 
the 
apron. 
One aubtment is specifically de­ 
signed to serve as a by-pass and 
fish trap. A step and short apron 
of concrete is to be placed below 
the main deck or apron 
of 
the 
clam to guarantee a 
“jumping” 
pool for trout attempting to 
as­ 
cend the dam. 
A vertical lip of steel is to be 
bolted to the face of the dam wall. 
This will be curved outward and 
downward and 
presumably 
will 
p reven t, sea lamprey from scaling 
the dam face.

TNR. HAROLD UREY, who played a lead- 
mg role in developing the atomic bomb, 
and Bernard Baruch, elder statesman, have 
come cut staunchly in favor of American 
development of the hydrogen superbomb. 
Their reasons deserve careful appraisal by 
the American people. 
Dr. Urey said, “I do not think we should 
Intentionally lose the armaments race. To 
do this will be to lose our liberties. And 
like Patrick Henry, I value my liberties 
more than I do my life.” 
Replying 
to 
a 
question whether this 
country should manufacture the H-bomb, 
Baruch answered with a question of his 
own, "If you knew of any instrumentality 
to defend your life, would you try to get it? 
The question answers itself.” 
That seema to be the substance of the 
case for the hydrogen bomb. If we refuse 
to manufacture the hydrogen bomb 
be­ 
cause of moral or other reasons, we may 
find ourselves at the mercy of the Rus­ 
sians. Certainly Stalin and his Communist 
pals have no qualms about developing a 
hydrogen bomb, if their scientists can do it. 
Presumably they can do it, too, as their 
slice ess with the manufacture of a uranium 
bomb indicates. 
We are already spending hundreds of 
millions in developing newer and more 
powerful atomic bombs, but these weap­ 
ons, powerful as they are, are puny in com­ 
parison to the mighty energy of a hydro­ 
gen bomb, according to scientists. 
Some 
expert* say the hydro*ta bomb u potential­ 
ly I,COO times more powerful than the uran­ 
ium bomb. Even if this estimate is grossly 
exaggerated, there is ©very reason to be­ 
lieve the H-bomb would make the uran­ 
ium atom woepou es obsolete as live horse 
cavalry. 
Can we afford to stake our lives and 
our liberties en the slim hope that Ruaiia 
cannot or will not develop 
a 
hydrogen 
bomb? 


I The Falling 
I Price Of Tin 
nnHE UNITED STATES, which mines 
'*• only a trifling amount of tin, is by far 
the largest user of the metal, the price of 
I which has been cut IO times in the last four 


1 months. 
Tin is a big item in the millions of food 
cons on TT. S. panfry shelves. It is used ex­ 
tensively in the babbitt metal of wheel 
bearings, millions of pounds of it go into 
solder each year, and it would be hard to 
get along without in the type that prints 
newspapers. Tin is a ‘must’ for modern 
life, and it enters into everybody’s activi­ 
ties in one way or another. 
But now the world is producing more tin 
than it is using, and the stuff is piling up. 
Manufacturers have found that a pound of 
tin can be made to coat a lot more thin steel 
cans than it has been coating in the past. 
Solder makers find that they can use lead 
at 12 cents a pound instead of tin at 75 or 
80 cents. Makers of collapsible tubes are 
doing the same thing, and are even sub­ 
stituting aluminum for tin, at a faring of 
more than 50 cents a pound. 
Time was when cigarettes came wrapped 
in a tin foil pack. But aluminum foil has 
moved in, and tin foil has faded out of the 
picture. Many pipe manufacturers are no 
longer using tin in their processes. 
Most of the world’s tin comes from Brit­ 
ish Malaya, from the Indonesian Islands 
recently set free by Holland, and from Bo­ 
livia. Chinese Communists are getting set 
to free Malaya from Britain, 
and 
Indo­ 
china from France, and thus to end white 
domination in that part of the world. Their 
activities may materially lessen the im­ 
ports of tin into the white world, and thus 
stabilize prices. 
Meanwhile, 
commercial 
science is finding that while we cannot get 
along comfortably without tin, we can do 
with much less of it than we thought was 
necessary.

IS FRENCH A LANGUAGE 
WITHOUT ANY ACCENTS? 
A Mr. Charles Coulter, in a recent lat­ 
ter to the editor of th* Washington (D. C.) 
Star, criticizes me severely for placing the 
accent on the last syllable of most French 
words. 
Ha 
declares 
emphatically 
that 
French is "a language that has no accents,” 
adding that “it would be better if Mr. Col­ 
by stuck to English and left French (which 
apparently he doesn’t know well) lo better 
informed writers.” 
I know, of course, that French is said to 
be a language without accents, But sylla­ 
ble stress does occur in 
spoken 
French, 
that is, if it is spoken correctly. The streps 
Is not as pronounced as fn English, and it 
does not occur in every word in a sentence. 
The position of a word in the sentence de­ 
termines whether or not the final syllable 
is stressed. 
However, th ii colinmn seldom discusses 
sentences in French. But it is often neces­ 
sary to Indicate (as near as it can be done 
by English phonetic spelling) the approx­ 
imate sound of individual French words, 
standing by themselves. 
In pronouncing individual words, it is 
the custom of all reputable authorities to 
stirs* tho final syllable. 
Here is a direct 
quote from The New Chardenal, by Gros- 
jcan, a very widely taught French 
text- 
)>ook: 
“Important note. 
In pronouncing 
French words always stress lightly the last 
syllable, except when the word ends with 
an unaccented *e’.” 
If you should ask a Frenchman to pro­ 
nounce auth individual words as the fol­ 
lowing. he w'ould surely stress the final 
syllable: monsieur, avoir, toujoius, depuis,

BOUND BY SECRECY 
In both writing find speaking, Lilienthal 
will, 
of course, be bound by the official 
secrecy 
regulations 
that impose a close 
censorship on the works of 
the 
atomic 
commission. He will not discuss any tech­ 
nical aspect of atomic energy. 
This will 
not, however, prevent him from talking 
about the political and military implica­ 
tions of the whole problem. 
In recent weeks, during the controversy 
over the proposed hydrogen bomb, he has 
been put at a distinct disadvantage. Partly 
by means of carefully calculated leaks, he 
has been represented in opposition to the 
bomb and in such a way as to make him 
seem naive and unrealistic. 
Presumably 
when he is free to speak his own mind, he 
will say frankly what he believes on these 
great issues that so overshadow the ordin­ 
ary day-to-day decisions of government. 
Perhaps in that way we shall all get a 
clearer knowledge of what 
is 
involved. 
There will be less confusion, 
lese lurid 
speculation, and a little more light. 
During 
much 
of his service as AEC 
chairman, Lilienthal has been a kind of 
sitting duck for politicians and others who 
seemed determined to destroy him. But he 
has proved to be a hardy character. 
H$ 
survived first the bitter wrangle over con­ 
firmation and then last year the attacks 
leveled at him by Senator Bourke B. Hick- 
enlooper, Republican of Iowa. 
When congress was in recess, 
Hicken- 
looper went back to Iowa to mind his po­ 
litical fences. According to experts in that 
state, those fences are in a bad state of dis­ 
repair. If Hickenlooper Is not replaced in 
th* primary, with the covert if not open 
opposition of Governor William St Beard­ 
sley, who is said to feel keenly the need 
to find a stronger man, then he WHI be in 
danger in the November election. 
As part of his fence repairing, Hicken­ 
looper pointed with pride to Lilienthal’s 
resignation. That, he said, was proof of 
his ch ar gas of

HICKENLOOPER CHALLENGED 
But 
Hickenlooper was promptly chal­ 
lenged by a native Iowan who knows far 
more about atomic energy than the sen­ 
ator. W. W. Waymack, for many years ed- 
itoc of tho Dos Moines Register and one of 
the five mea originally appointed to the 
commission, made a statement vigorously 
refuting Hickenlooper. Now living in re­ 
tirem ent on a farm near Des Moines, be 
said: 

From the start of the Washington 
hearings Senator Hickenlooper tried hard 
to exclude entirely all evidence of avee-cl) 
achievements. He fought hard to coniine 
the evidence entirely

senator. 
"But I say he has been wrong all along, 
and is indefensibly wrong now in trying

with end not by total performance. . .” 
\Vaymack 
also 
suggested the need to 
“restudy” the McMahon act. In short, he 
favored the kind of appraisal of th£ whole 
atomic energy project—with as much light 
and a* BUI* haul as possible—that is now 
so urgently needed. When, like Waymack, 
be is a free citizen Lilienthal should ba 
able $0 contribute a lot to this discussion. 
During the present interval, 
President 
Truman, Uko Diogenes in search of an hon­ 
est man, goes on seeking someone to re­

Lilienthal. 
Several 
industrialists 
hare been sounded out and they have all 
backed away with nervous haste as though

THE KNOB KNOCKERS—Most 
of the safes now In use are old. 
They are usually rectangular or 
square, with heavy wails and a 
door designed with fire protection 
in mind rather than burglar pro­ 
tection. 
“Knob knocking” is the 
com­ 
monest method used by safe crack­ 
ers iii opening a safe. It is effec­ 
tive on the older types and is 
do** by knocking off the combin­ 
ation knob with a sledge hammer, 
then activating the tumblers with 
a probe. 
A new and modern safe is better 
then an old one, both to protect 
the contents from fire and from 
burglars, aays Sheriff Miron. But 
if the accomplished criminal wants 
to make off with your money or 
valuables—no safe 
is 
"burglar 
proof.”

OUT IT GOES—A recent 
ex­ 
ample of this failure of a safe to 
protect is a burglary in New York 
City. Thieves made off with $100,- 
000 in jewels owned by Mr. and 
Mrs. Billy Rost*—-by carrying the 
safe away to their waiting auto­ 
mobile. 
If the safe is too large to handle, 
and if it is an old one, the safe 
cracker has other methods of solv­ 
ing his problem. 
Often the doors on old type safes 
do not fit snugly in the jamb. 
'I bey may be pried open, or blown 
open with explosix’es packed in 
the crack*. 
Best protection for valuables i3 
to place them in a bank. Next best 
is to place them in a money chest, 
and put the money chest in the 
safe.

FRIENDLY DARKNESS—Money 
chests ore especially designed to 
resist all manner of attack 
by 
burglars. They are usually con­ 
structed of 
case-hardened 
steel 
plates which resist drilling. Some 
chests have alternate 
layers 
of 
hardened steel and metal of low 
molting point so that grooves on a 
drill become fouled with molten 
metal and lose their efficiency. 
Money chest doors fit so tightly 
that explosives cannot be poured 
into the cracks. Use of an acety­ 
lene torch would destroy the con­ 
tent*; with the irtcnse heat. 
Any attempt to open either • 
safe or a money chest 
requires 
t ’rnc. Sheriff Miron advises busi­

anyway? 
Pneumonia, 
in­ 
fluenza, bronchitis, asthma 
are real diseases that threaten lives 
and should be attacked without 
mercy. 
But why pick on the common 
cold? It isn’t really a disease—it 
is one of civilization’s great safe­ 
ty valves. 
The misguided people who want 
to get rid of it use the same argu­ 
ment as those who advocated pro­ 
hibition 30 years ago. The main 
argument is economic—that colds 
cost some $420,000,000 a year in 
lost wages. 
The idea is that, if colds are 
stopped, people won’t miss work 
and they will have $420,000,000 
more with which to buy homes, 
orchids, toy trains and shetland 
ponies. 
What nonsense, really! 
How many “colds” are caused 
by 
germs? 
Only a fraction—as 
most physicians know. A cold is 
really a camouflage name to de­ 
scribe hangovers, laziness, deep 
fatigue, spring fever, an unwilling­ 
ness to face problems at the office, 
a temporary retreat from the bu­ 
gle call of duty, or just a desire to 
play hookey and go to a ball game. 
Will any drugs, anti-histamine 
or otherwise, cure all these things? 
Well, that is the real problem of 
the common cold. 
At present if you don’t want to 
play bridge or attend a boring 
cocktail party, you just put a tow­ 
el over your mouth, 
go

phone, and mumble to the hostess: 
“Sorry, cad’t make it, 
got 
a 
code id my head.” 
Who wants her to chirp back, 
“Oh, don’t worry. ITI send you 
over some anti-histamines. They’ll 
fix you up right away, and you’ll 
be able to come.” 
Excuse To Stay Home 
Right now the plain, every­ 
day cold is a better excuse than 
television to stay home—and stay 
healthy. Social hypocrisy demands 
that there be a 
fashionably 
ac­ 
ceptable minor illness to bail peo­ 
ple out of trouble they don’t want 
to get into. 
Cure the common cold and folks 
will have to develop another ail­ 


ment—one that might really make 
them sick. For people—such is the 
power of mind over germs—usu­ 
a ll y do develop the ailments they 
pretend to have. 
What’ll we trade the cold for— 
arthritis, kidney stones, gall blad­ 
der attacks, high blood pressure, or 
mental neuroses? Al! ere worse 
than the cold, which is merely a 
gentle allergy to life’s strain and a 
signal to take it easy. 
Let’s keep the good old cold. If 
medical science really wants to 
solve the problem behind it, let 
the laboratory wizards develop a 
grasshopper hormone.

By RAY CROMLEY 
The Wall Street Journal 
WASHINGTON—If the animals 
in the zoo snicker when you look 
into their cages, don't be surpris­ 
ed; many of them live more com­ 
fortably than you do in your un­ 
scientific home. 
That's so. and 
it’s your own 
fault, say the “weather scientists.” 
They’re the climatologists, 
geo­ 
graphers, physicists and other ex­ 
perts who are trying to apply 
their weather skills 
to making 
home-building more scientific. 
i 
They met here this week with 
I architects and builders in a na­ 
tion-wide conference called by the 
National Academy 
of 
Sciences, 
one of the country’s top research 
advisory groups. 
Their aim was to find how to 
take advantage of the weather in 
making houses more comfortable. 
They promised some other results: 
Pleasanter surroundings for the 
housewife; lower fuel bills for her 
husband; new' profit-making ideas 
for home builders and real estate 
men. 
Some Scientific Jeers 
These scientists jeered at sty­ 
lish people who build homes suit­ 
able for New’ England’s rigorous 
cold in the sunny South, or put up 
mild - climate, California - type 
homes in New York—and 
then 
complain because they’re too hot, 
or too cold, or too drafty or too 
dark. 
The experts 
laughed, 
too 
at 
people 
who 
locate 
their 
new 
homes facing in just any old dir­ 
ection, install windows in hit-or- 
miss fashion, or chop down all 
surrounding trees before building. 
“What happens to people who 
j live in unscientific houses like 
; these?” the scientists asked. 
They answer their own ques­ 
tion: “Their mental and physical 
I energies are sapped by a contin­ 
ual adjustment to w e a th e r....” 
The scientists found confirma­ 
tion of this in the report given by 
Dr. L. P. Herrington. Director of 
I Research of the John B Pierce 
j Laboratory of Hygiene 
at 
New 
I Haven, Conn. Dr. Herrington said 
he has found 
that 
workers 
in 
\ heavy industry, such as coal min­ 
ers. work best at a temperature 
ol 60 degrees, while semi-skilled 
laborers are most efticient at 67 
} degrees. 
Departure 
from 
those 
, temperatures leads to loss of etii- 
I ciency and increased accidents, he 
1 said. 
The “Correct Direction’’ 
There’s 
a 
correct 
direction 
, every house should face in order 
j to lit a particular climate and a 
specific family's needs, the weath­ 
er experts asserted. 
The house 
I doesn’t have to lace the street. 
Windows mostly should be large 
in the South, but small in the 
North. 
Trees are a ready-made, 
cheap means of controlling the 
wind and the heat and glare from 
the sun. 
What solace do the scientists 
have for citizens who already own 
—or are buying—unscientifically- 
; designed homes? 
First, they ofter a host of sug- 
I gestions on how to plan your 
I house or yard to take advantage 
; of the climate you must live with. 
J Then they suggest that many of 
these ideas can be used in low- 
! cost remodeling. 
Ifs simple, for instance, to have 
i a cool house on a hot day if you 
j plan right, the weather specialists 
; contended. Suppose the tempera- 
| lure is 95 degrees in the street. A 
I paved patio or concrete w alk out- 
! side your window may throw that 
1 same 95-degree heat right through 
your 
windows 
into 
the 
living 
room. If you replace the patio 
with a lawn, you can cut down 
the reflected heat to 88 degrees. 
Trees in the proper place could 
temper the reflection to a plea­ 
sant 79 degrees

Close the south windows with 
white shutters in daytime.

leave them open during the day 
“to let the breeze in.” That lets 
in hot air too. 
Don’t pull down 
your blinds and think that will do 
the job. Once the hot air gets in, 
and hits the blinds, heat stays in 
the house. 
If you’re more worried about 
cold winters than hot summers, 
you can reverse some of these 
ideas. 
A properly 
placed 
patio 
can reflect the heat into your 
house in winter. So can a white- 
painted wall on the north side of 


I the house. A bank of trees to the 
north will cut off the cold north 
j winds—if your cold winter winds 
| come from the north. 
The scientists suggested a white 
roof, if you’re worried about the 
heat, because white reflects heat 
away. 
If you’re 
more 
worried 
about the cold, try a dark roof to 
absorb the heat.
